ESE delicnte portions of meat 

~ ean be made into several excel- 
lent dishes, Sweetbrends must be 
fresh, and before cooking they 
should’ be soaked for several hours, 
changing the water ocenstonally. 

This soaking cleanses them from 
the blood, mukes them white, and 
renders them more delicate. After 
soaking, parboil for five minutes and 
Immerse in cold water to blanch. 
Remove any pleces of sinew and 
gristle; wipe and press between two 
plates, ‘to xlve better shape. 

To stew sweetbreads, prepare as 
wbove, then Iny In a saucepan and 
pour, over some white stock, adding 
n little pepper, salt, and a pinch of 
powdered mace, 

Simmer gently for half an hour, 
then put In the oven to keep hot. 
Thicken the gravy with o little four 
and butter, Iet it boll, and when 
smooth stir in a dish, add 2 desert- 
xpoontul of lemon juice to the gravy 
and pour over,

Canton, Oct. 21. 

In the course of a bizarre twelve- 
hour night tax! tour of the front with 
two free-lance: cameramen, Messrs. A. 
Tyler Hull, of Buckrow Bench, Vir- 
finia, and Roy G. Scott, of St, Louls, 
Mo., { found myself lending the 
Chinese advance, which just missed 
encountering o flying column of 
Japanese tanks thirty miles from 
Canton along the Canton-Tsengshing 
highway, says a United Press corres- 
pondent, - 

Proceeding towards the front, I 
found large scale Chinese troap move- 
ments In both directlons executed 
with purade-ground preciston. 1 also 
found the hill enclosed roads leading 
out of Canton only very slightly 
damaged, Sut saw no wounded. 

Thirty miles cast of Canton, I en- 
countered © column of Chinese 
Vickers whippet tanks accompanied 
by n motor cycle and gorgeous 
heurse with baby blue and gilt fittings 
and ginss-panels, This was serving 
as a staff car, In which were very 
much allve but slightly embarassed 
officers, who proposed we followed 
thelr unit. 

Later, both the hearse and our- 
selvea overtook the unit, and sudden 
ly met running men saylng that a 
raiding party of Japanese tanks had 
appeared n mile ahead, and had 
machine-gunned some buses’ which 
overtook us half-an-hour before. 
The hearse turned a dignificd toil 
and we followed. : 

Movements of Chinese mechanized 
unlts and heavy artillery Jater in the 
night suggested a retirement before 
uo trial of strength, probably duc to 
the successful Japanese flanking 
operations’ north-east of —Poklo. 
During our tour, we found Chinese 
troops who had obviously not been 
damoged in the slightest. 

Our party's guide on the night 
four wags a pint-sized — girl-soldicr 
nnmed Mabel Yang, formerly a desk 
clerk at the populur New Asia Hotel, 
who won the hearts of the gruffest 
front-line offleers and secured for us 
n welcome everywhere. 


Chinese Unit Decimated 


Later, 

The unit which we left at 4 am. 
was waylaid and decimated by 
Jupanese veroplanes ond tanks in the 
course of a desperate six-hour battle, 
men against machines, which began 
at 6 am. : 

This morning I met o haggard 
young California born battallon com- 
mander who said:- “When you sald 
you ‘met . Japane: tanks 1 didn't 
quite belfeve It, because I was order- 
ed to take up guard duty at a second 
Une place where you had- been, We 
never got to our position. Just after 
you left I recetved on order to operate 
Independently, signifying a Japanese 
break-through. An hour afterwards 
Japanese piunes spotted us, After 
some men were killed their infuriated 
comrades opened fire.

Ing. Our men’s morale 1s high. We 
have only one wish—to get at some- 
thing we can fight."—-Unlted Press. 


’ Shameen Defence 


Canton, Oct. 21. 

Canton is dying to-day. Early 
this morning I went by bant 
Lingnaon. It was filled with refugees 
but still they did not show ony sign 
of o punic, 

Just after reaching Lingnan, several 
explosions were heard cast. of the 
city, which was followed by . fires, 
the sounds like shots providing the 
blowing up of munition dumps. 

Shameen has completed the erect- 
Ing of defences, including  stecl- 
plates guarding the bridges. The 
French ore digging.trenches on the 
eastern tip of the Island, while the 
British are removing the matshed 
covering the bridge to reduce the 
fire hazard.

Despite the dynamiting it had re- 
ceived, the Pearl River bridge ig still 
standing and scems fairly safe. 

It Is notable that nll the things 
the Japanese have tried for weeks 
to destroy, {Including the Power and 
Water plants, and the Cement, Cotton 
and Paper mills, were destroyed a 
few hours ngo this morning by the 
Chinese blowing them up.

chose as thelr King Frederick, 
tho Protestant Elector Palatine 
of tho Rhine, .This monarch 
was the son-in-law of our own 
King James I. and -VI. and lived 
to become the father of Princo 
Rupert of the Civil War, the 
grandfather of King George I, 


| and hence tho ancestor of all our 


subsequent monarchs. Frederick 
appears to havo.accopted, the 
throne with the.good.. will of 
James's people, but no help from 
James himself. Known as tho 
“Winter King,” ho reigned only 
ono year——{rom 1619 to 1620. A 
Roman Catholic League, includ- 
ing Spain, Italy,; Poland and 
Bavaria,. formed -..against..him, 
and on Nov. 8, 1620, Bohemian 
indepence. was lost’at the battle 
of the White Mountain, a fow 
miles from Prague. : 


Tho so-called Counter-reforma- 
tion began, and Bohemia, which 
contained 3,000,000 people at the 
beginning of the Thirty Years’ 
War, mostly Protestants, emer- 
ged at the end with 880,000, all 
nominally - Roman Catholics. 
Nobles and burghers emigrated ; 
peasants were kept to the soil 
and crushed § after repented 
risings. The Sudeten German 
Protestants had © suffered to- 
gether with the Czechs. But 
now there was a fresh influx of 
German Roman Catholics. 


Among the Czech refugees 
who escaped to England was 
Komensky (or Comenius), the 
educationist,. who first produced 
an illustrated book for children, 
and Wenceslas Hollar, whose 
etchings show London before the 
Great Fire. Bohemia had ‘been 
culturally one of the most ad- 
vanced countries of Europe.

After the French Rovolution 
it was possible again to be a Pro- 
testant.

Blas Bay on October 12. 

While attributing the brillant re- 
sults of the recent drive to the august 
virtues of His Majesty, the Emperor, 
the Commander-in-Chicf simultanc- 
ously volced great appreciation for 
the sclf-ancrificing efforts offered by 
the oMccrs and men‘In his forces. 

He thanked the people at home for 
their carnest support and sympathy. 
Fspeclal appreciation was voiced by 
General Furusho for the services 
done by the native citizens of For- 
mosa who accompanied the expedl- 
tlonary forces across the Occan into 
the Continent. 

Deep condolences and sympathy 
were also expressed by the supreme 
commander for the ofllcers and men 
who lost thelr lives or who have 
been wounded In the recent opera- 
tlons In South China, oP i, 


CANTON A BREEDING GROUND 


“Canton has hitherto been re 
ganied as tho breeding grounds 
for anti-Japancso and pro-Com- 
munlst manocuvres,” General 
Furusho detlared. “Since the out. 
break of the hostilltles, the city of 
Canton has operated as an im- 
portant base for the import of 
weapons and munifions from third 
Powers.” . 

“The Chinese forces, from the out- 
set of the present Incident, have 
suffered successive defeats nt the 
hands of the Imperinl Army | and 
Navy forces. The Natlonal Govern- 
ment has olready sacrificed a million 
of officers ond men. After they lost 
Nanking, their capital, Inst winter, 
they suffered a crushing defeat: in 
Hsuchow this spring and the Wuhan 
tri-city area is now in imminent 
danger, 

“Notwithstanding that four hun- 
dred milion people throughout the 
country have been driven Into a mis-

Where once stood the remains of the Wongsha 


district, which suffered so heavily from 


Japanese air 


raids, are now two gigantic craters. 


They were caused when two 
ammunition dumps exploded at 
10.10 am. The explosions 
showered Shameen with debris 
for fully five minutes, wounding 
two Chinese on the island and 
aevercly damaging at least 
twenty buildings in the British 
Concession. 

The damage on the western end of 
Shameen islund was so severe that 
most of the buildings hud to be 
evacunted. The walls of famous 
‘Christ Church were cracked, the 
Italian Consulate collapsed. Among 
the buildings on Shamecn which 
have fad to be evacunted are the 
A,P.C, and Loxley & Co, premises. 
The Chartered Bank was also con- 
giderably damaged. 

At Wongsha the havoc wrought 
by. the explosions fs terrific. The 
entire rallway ~atation ‘and yards 
have disappeared. 

Locomotive, trucks, carriages and 

a huge pile of war materials owalt.

While stafd Shamcen talpans and 
naval officers stripped to the walst 
and blackened by smoke and ashes, 
wage a guerilla war on the flames In 
the vicinity of the Anglo-Freach con- 
cesstons In an attempt to prevent the 
conflagration from devouring the 
small island, Japanese officers are dis~

The only remaining Inhabitants 
appear to be poverty-stricken 
scavengers, who are Jooting where- 
ever the Japanese have been unable 
to post sentrics.

At the end of the day provident 
breezes came to save Shamecn from 
being Included in the holocaust, de- 
fiecting the flames which, however, 
continued to roar unabated. 

Last night a nearby explosion 
rocked Lingnam University, while 
Wongsha shook. The Shameen au- 
thoritics state that they expect one 
or two more explosions in tha city. 

Another United Press correspon= 
dent ot Canton writes that from 
a river launch he saw a Jopancsc 
plane pass directly overhead as 
Wongsha exploded, indleatingg thot 
the machine was possibly bombing 
the place In an effort to cheels the 

re, 

On tlie other hand,, eye witnesses 
assert that many Japanese troops are 
there, 

“The blast almost knocked ‘me 
into the river, while slzzling frac 
ments dived into the water 
nround tho launch, Every win- 
dow in Shameen was" shattered, 
although there docs not scem to 
have been any structural damage 
caused to the American Consulate. 
However, the interior fs 9 mass of 
broken glass and, plaster, while 
one of the Chinese clerks had his 
face deeply gashed by flying debris. 
“In the course of a tour’ of Pak- 

hoktung and Fongchucn, which are 
missionary centres across the river, 
1 found no Japanese troops, but 
streams of refugees were cutting their 
way across the ‘countryside, and end- 
Jess human trickle across {he grecn 
rolling fields.” 

Japanese troops stopped the lootinit 
of rice shops opposite the British 
bridge. , 

Mr, Wallace Forgie, a helper at the 
Y.MC.A,, evacuated the Bundside 
building when flames licked the bacic 
door of the institution, 

Several eyewitnesses assert that 
two Japanese planes flew over the 
explosion, and that once subsequently 
disappeared. 

CITY’S CENTRE ABLAZE 
Another | correspondent writes 

that the whole of the centre of 
Canton city at present is burn- 
ing, the flames taking in an area 
from the bridge to ten blocks 
north of that point and several 
blocks wide, A new fire has also 
started in Taping Road and the New 
‘Asin Hotel.which {s burning from the 
ground up, suggesting incendlarism as 
a couse, rather than struy sparks. 

Telephonc communications were 
cut Inte on Saturday afternoon, and 
no one wan permitted to leave 
Shameen, therefore it was jmpossoble 
to discover whether the Y.M.C.A., 
nnd the Canton Hospital were at that 
time ‘in flames. 

Two fires on the northern outskirts 
of the city might eventually threaten 
Shameen and therefore the fire 
brigades have been organised, ready 
for action. 

While the Japancse fire fighters 
suceceded In extinguishing the fires 
in the centre of the city enrly on 
Sunday morning, new fires broke out 
around Shameen, and at present two 
fires ure raging in Shakee, one at a 
west end rice store, which was set 
alight after belng loot and the 
other near the French Bridge, which 
spread from the Sun Company, owned 
by the super-putriot Chai Chung, who 
waa observed removing his goods be- 
fore the occupation of Canton. 

As oa precautionary measure 
Shamecn firemen drenched Shamecn 
matsheds, and ot the time of sending 
the message Chinese Jooters were 
Tooling a rice store opposite the 
British bridge. 

The night passed very quietly, 
there being only occas.onal fir.ng, 
evidently used for signalling pur- 
poses, since it was reguinr. 

It 's evident that the Chinese popu- 
lnce has not been Interferred with 
since they aro still carrying their 
parcels os they evacuate. 

The only sign.of Jupancsc was an 
occasional truck patrol at Shakee. 

FOREIGN OFFICES GUTTED 

At noon yesterday the fires were 
slowly crchng Shameen from the 
enst and west. Tho neorest of the 
fires was half a block away, The 
wind then was blowing the Taiping 
Road fire into the jerry-bullt Sai- 
kwan district, directly north, 

A United Press correspondent

Munich agreement has atimu- 
Jated Germany's “move toward 
the East” policy across two Con- 
tinents, and says that Germany 
supports the “Japan Over Asin” 
‘move againat the same Western 
Powers which were forced to re- 
treat before Germany in Europe. 


The . nnnouncement | stresses _ that 
“Germany alms to support Japan in 
closing up China, and reserving ex 
clusive exploitation of rights by 
Japan and Germany, with Italy as a 
minor junior partner.” 

In proof of this the article cites 
Germany's march = -on Czevho- 
Stovakin, toyether with the alleged 
liquidation of all direct ofMMlation 
with Independent China. 

“If Jopan wins, Germany will 
resume tho Chinese market as Japan's 
ally” says the article. 


It also draws attention to the fact 
that at the outbreak of hostilitics 
Germany “turned from Chinn to 
Japun with an oye to future cconomi: 
returns. The firm of Otto Wollf, 
us late as 1937, loaned £2,000,000 to 
Manchulkuo as the first instalment of 
a tonn programme. The lonns consist 
of deliveries of German equipment at 
un Interest of 5.5 per cent. annually.” 

The article concludes: “During the 
Czech crisis Japan established the 
Chinu Affairs Bureau as ou pro- 
tectorate in| China, removing all 
Chinese vousiness to the Japanese 
foreign office.

‘The primary cause of the ac- 
cident was a “falsc-clear” algnal 
indication being given, duc to 4 
wrong connection made during 


the previous night. 

Shortly after Jenving Charing 
Cross, an east-bound Circle traiu 
collided with the back of an Ealing-. 
Barking train which was standing at 
a signal in the tunnel midway be- 
tween Chnring Cross and Temple 
stations. 

INSPECTOR BLAMED 

Station Inspector Barnes was at 
Charing Cross ‘und Col. ‘Woodhouse 
contenus that after being warned of 
the signal defect he “did not appre- 
ciate the dangerous possibilities ot 
the situation.” 

“It have come to the conclusion 
that Station Inspector F. H. Barnes 
had an opportunity of preventing 
the accident, but that when con- 
fronted with an unexpectcd situa- 
tlon he did not rise to the occasion 
fn the manner to be expected ot 
a man in his position,” states Col. 
Woodhouse. “For thls reason I 
consider that he must bear some 
share of the responsibility for the 
accident.” 

Inspector Barnes, the report adds,

MOTORMAN CLEARED 

Whatever the truc explanation for 
the mistake in wiring the signal, 
“responsibility must be barne by 
Signal Installer E, Ecles.” 

But, it is added, inasmuch as Eeles 
was not competent to test the signal 
controls after he hod finished his 
night's work this should undoubtedly 
have been done by Chicf Linesman 
A. G. Beer, who must “consequently 
bear a large share of the respon- 
sibility.” 

The failure of Motorman McLean, 
driver of the second train, to apply 
the brake, was due to a momentary 
confusion of the tall light of the 
train in front of him with a signal 
and, In view of the sameness of the 
two lights, a moment's hesitation was 
not unnatural. On those grounds 
McLean is relieved from any respon~ 
sibility for the accident. 

“Perhaps the most regrettable 
feature of the accident,” says Col.

Below, correspondents tell in delayed messages of what they 


aaw on Friday and Saturday. 


: Canton, Oct. 21. 

In the course of n bizarre twelve- 
hour night tax! tour of the front with 
two free-lnnce cameramen, Mesara. A, 
Tyler Hull, of Buckrow Bench, Vir- 
ginin, nnd Roy G. Scott, of St. Lous, 
Mo., I found myself leading the 
Chinese advance, which just missed 
encountering n flying column of 
Japanese tanks thirty mile; from 
Canton along the Canton-Trengshing 
highway, says n United Press corres- 
pondent. = . 

_ Proceeding towards the front, 1 
found Jarge scale Chinese troop move- 
ments In both directions executed 
with parade-ground precision. I also 
found {he hill enclosed. ronds leading 
out of Canton only very slightly 
damaged, but suw no wounded. 

Talrty miles east of Canton, I en- 
countered column of Chinese 
Vickers whippet tanks. accompanied 
by a motor cycle and gorgeous 
hearse with baby blue and gilt fittings 
and glauss-panels, Tals was serving 
as on sto! car, In which were very 
much alive but slightly embarassed 
ofMicers, who proposed we followed 
their unit. 

Luter, both the hearse and our- 
selves overtook the unit, and sudden- 
ly met running men saying that a 
raiding. party of Japanese tanks had 
appenred-a mile ahead, and had 
muchine-gunned some buses which 
overtook us half-an-hour before. 
The hearse turned a dignified tall 
nnd we followed. z 

Movements of Chinese mechanized 
units and heavy artillery later in the 
night suggested a retirement ‘before 
a trial of strength, probably due to 
the successful Japanese flanking 
operntions nerth-cast of  Poklo. 
During our tour, we found Chinese 
troops who had obviously not been 
damaged in the slightest. 

Our party's guide on the night 
tour wus ao pint-sized = glrl-soldier 
named Mabel Yang, formerly a desk 
clerk at the popular New Asin Hotel, 
who won the hearts of the gruffest 
front-IIne oMecers and secured for us 
a welcome everywhere. 


Chinese Unit Decimated 


: Later, 

The unit which we left at 4 am. 
wus waylhiud und = decimated by 
Japanese acroplanes and tanks In the 
course of n desperate six-hour battle, 
men against machines, which began 
at 5 am. 

This morning I met oo haggard 
young Californja born battalion com- 
mander who sald: “When you sald 


you mot Japanese tanks I didn’t} th 


quite belleve it, because I was order- 
ed to tuke up guard duty at a second 
line place where you had been. We 
never got to our position. Just after 
you left I recelved an order to operate 
independently, signifying « Jnponese 
break-through. An hour afterwards 
Japanese planes spotted us. After 
some men were killed their infuriated 
comrades opened fire. Then the 


Japanese determined to destroy us. j 


“Six tanks cume down the road. 
We smashed three with ourfour antl- 
tank guns, which killed seven of the 
crews. Fifty Japanese planes in 
groups began ceaselessly to harry us 
neross country. Our men refused to 


run, They propped up our antl-tank 
Runs with the ald of Impromptu 
bamboo ‘'tripods ond fought back 
savagely. : 

In the course of a eix-hour ordeal 
up to noon,.275 men only could be 
mustered out of .the original 500, 
The Japanese mechanised thrusts 
may break through, but their infantry 
will have the hardest tlme follow. 
ing, Our men's morale Is high. We 
have only one wish--to get at some- 
thing we can Oght."—United Press.

At 3.10 p.m. Dr. ‘Cadbury and Dr. 
Thomron telephoned the United 
States Consulate that Jnpancse tanks 
had passed the Canton Hospital on 
the Bund near the Ol Kwan Hotel a 
few minutes ago. : 

Despite the dynamiting it had re- 

ceived, the Pearl River bridge Is still 
standing and seems fairly safe, 
It is notable that all the things 
¢ Japanese have tried for weeks 
to destroy, including the Power and 
Water plants, nnd the Cement, Cotton 
and Paper mills, were destroyed a 
few hours ago this morning by the 
Chinese blowing them up, 

A few minutes ago, Japanese plancs 
circling low over the city dropped 
leaflets, ane of which fell on the 
USS, Mindanao, snying how {rlend- 
ly the Japanese troops had always

Complete Evacuation 
: Later. 

During the past few, days, Canton 
has witnessed probably the most com- 
plete evacuation of nny city In the 
world’s history. ‘ 

Twenty Japanese tanks Inter passed 
through the deserted city's main 
business strect and disappeared, leav- 
ing no trace of their passing except 
bullet sputtered walls, and the rid- 
dled bodies of four civilians, one a 
young and pretty girl, once n soldier. 

Squudrons of Japanese planes cire 
eled low over the city throughout the 
day. At the end of the day, Canton 
remains a riddle. 

Jopanese planes and tanks dominate 
the roads into the city but are re- 
matning on both sides of the bottle- 
neck of the Canton-Walchow Roud. 

While troops.went forward, I saw 
heavy equipment. sent back and 
evacuated promptly and efficiently. 
Despite the passage of the Japanese 
tanks, I saw small groups of Chinese 
officers and men in the streets. 

The ‘Canton-Hankow Railway sent 
out n troin to-night, while ils ad- 
ministration buildings .were ablaze 
nnd fgnited the shops next door.—

Going up Tal Ping Lo, a Japunese 
plane circled a few hundred = feet 
overhead, but flew away, evidently 
seeing the American flag. 

At the corner of Wing Hon Lo and 
Wal Ol Lo, Japanese soldiers were 
seen walking, carrying bunches of 
bananas. They appenred to be 
nervous. Further away, three Japan- 
ese soldiers were scen riding bicycles. 

“A mile Inter at Tungshan, we were 
stopped at the jntersection where 
machine-gunned Chinese, trucks with 
Chinese soldiers had been stopped. 
A’compuny of Japnnese soldicrs were 
seen crossing the hill nhead, We 
waved our flag as they pointed their 
boyonects. They were jolned by on- 
other company coming in by other 
roads on trucks they had com- 
mandecred preparatory to entering 
the city. 

“A colonel, said to be a commander 
of an entering regiment numbering 
over 1,000, sald they spent last night 
in Shaho, five miles cast, and asked 
if many Chinese civillans were scen, 
They were apporenlly disappointed to 
find very few.

It became a maxim under the 
old Roman laws that Treason 
was next to sacrilege in gravity. 
Throughout the centuries this 
dictum has held; in fact, Tresi- 
on may now be said to rank in 
most countries 2s the gravest 
offence ‘that can be committed 
against the people. 

It is still too carly to state 
definitely that Treason and trai- 
tors were involved in the down- 
fall of Canton although, in view 
of all the circumstances, there 
seems no other explanation.

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nineteen centuries. 

The story of this apparent 
betrayal may not be told for 
many weeks. In the meantime,

HANKOW, Oct. 24. 


. L_OW-F LYING SQUADRONS of 


Japanese planes bombed the 
Wuchang foreshore soon after 6 
o'clock yesterday morning. Thoy 
bh met by heavy anti-nircraft 

re, 


A single scouting machine flew low 
over Hankow for two hours, and 
intermiltently straffod the outskirts 
of the elty. Later in the morning 
nine heavy bombers attacked the 
terminus of the Canton-Hankow 
railway, ond started four largo fires, 
apparently igniting - oll . and . gas. 
There was no panic In the city, and 
the soldiers are not retreating. - 

At 3 o'clock in the afternoon the 
nine heavy - bombers returned to 
make a terrific bombardment on the 
railway terminus. They flew: very 
high, but their accuracy was unmis- 
taknble, They started another two 
fires, In addition to the one causcd 
during the morning, and which was 
still burning. The three fires con- 
tinued to belch. white and black 
smoke, and occasionally  80-foot 
flames were scen. 

Only one bomber was left at 3.20, 
but four more joined it in the same 
area.’ It was notable that apart 
from one or two alarms carly in the 
morning, nonq was sounded after- 
wards in the city, which opparently 
considered itself in a continued state 
of alr alarm. : 

Indicating the complete lack of 
panic among Hankow's forelgn 
population, United Press correspon- 
dent visited the Hankow Race Club 
near the airfield at 3 o'clock to 
find a soccer match between British 
gunboat teams in progress. 

They refused to stop the game 
while ‘bombs were falling o mile and 
n half away across tho river, which 
rattled the clubhouse windows. : 

As usual on a Sunday afternoon 
a handful of members were present 
at the club flipping boredly through 
magazines, while others were out 
riding and playing golf, and not even 
taking cover from the ralds, owing to 
the almost complete absence of anti- 
uireraft fire since the middle of the 
morning. 

The churches as usual were open, 
and other foreigners busied them- 
sclves moving from the outlying 
areas, or in Inying up supplies, Some 
of the Consulate and shipping firms 
were working. —United Press.
